The Examiner rejected claim 23 under the judicially created doctrine of obviousness-type 
double patenting over claim 5 of U.S. Patent No. 5,810,801. 

The Examiner rejected claims 38-40 and 43 under the judicially created doctrine of 
obviousness-type double patenting over claim 1 of U.S. Patent No. 6,659,999. 

The Examiner rejected claims 41 and 42 under the judicially created doctrine of 
obviousness-type double patenting over claims 1 and 3 of U.S. Patent No. 6,659,999 in view of 
Eckhouse et al.
